.Twenty .'persons are dead and

teen suffering' 'from injuries as the 
result of the burning of a six-story 
tenement in Chryotio street. A heavy 
financial loss resulted from the de- 
struction of the .Long Beach hotel at 
Long Beach, L. I., and' the Steeple- 
chase park and other property at Con- 
ey island yesterday. Eight hundred 
guests -were asleep in' the. Lous Beach 
hotel but 'nil escaped uninjured. 


The Tenement Fire 


An explosion accompanied by fire 


shattered an east side tenement late 
Sunday night and with the crumbling 
walls 14 persons went down to death, 
wlille t\v.ice as many were probably 
latally injured.

; ' The Tiorrbr was "a repetition of "the 
[periodical blaze that sweeps through 
[tho densely populated foreign section 
:of the city, ancl is almost invariably 
•attended with panic and death. The 
•wreckedbuilding was at 222 Christie 
street, where a six-story tenement .rose. 
•above the grocery store basement.'An 
explosion as yet unaccounted for tore 
,out the front of the building and the 
iflre that followed caught the 20 fam- 
ilies, 'numbering about 100 persons, 
; while-most of them \vere sound asleep.. 


O£ the injured many jumped from 


the windows, others were caught by 
.Tailing timbers, 'many half suffocated 
by 8moke,.were dragged from the'hall- 
Tvays, while others ' received 
their 


•wounds during the panic and mad fight 
among each other for an exit. 
. 
The tenement was- occupied chiefly 


by Italians. A passerby'.was.attracted 
by the explosion'which apparently oc- 
icnrred on" the basement floor.. As ho 
turned toward the bull-ding tho whole 
front, with its flimsy fire escapes, fell 
into the_,9tre,et,-and from the sagging 
floors a score of half awakened per- 
sons were dropped 
Into 
the street. 


• Many of these were.badly hurt, but 
ithey proved to be the more fortunate 
of the tenants,-for in another moment 
the building was wrapped In flames and 
the cries ot persons burning to death 
•rent the air. In the wild panic that 
followed many 
received mortal in- 


Ijuries. 


Of the dead and dying a large part

At Coney Island 


• Coney Island, the 
playground 
o;' 


New York's millions, was visited by 
u disastrous fire, early Sunday and 
seven blocks in the- amusement zone 
were completely destroyed. 


Tliyo'u's 
Steeplechase park, 'and 


'nearly a score of. small hotels wero 
wiped out, and for a time tho flames 
threatened destruction to Luna park 
and Dreamland, great homes of sum- 
mer amusement, and -the scores of 


[•water's edge for a mil*. A lucky shift 
'ot the wind to seaward aided tho fire- 
men and probably saved.the whole pic- 
'turesque area, but not until a million 
dollars damage had been done. Three 
persons were injured, one - of them, 
Gottfried Messerll, a fireman, probably 
fatally. 


The Fire Eater Fled. 


Only the advance guard of the 300,- 


000 people who flocked to Coney Is- 
land Sunday saw the fire, but the 
thrilling tales of the fearless rescue 
qf San. Dora, the armless and .legless 
man, and the flight of Francesco, the 
fire eat*1, when the alarm was sound- 
ed, were told and retold along noisy 
Surf avenue, .and in the less particular 
bowery. 


Coney Island has had four big fires 


in the' last ten years, the last pre- 
vious one-in 1903, "The Steeplechase," 
on that occasion beia'g swept out as It 
was Sunday. • 


Frightened Throng of Performers. 
The alarm of fire woke up • dozing 


^Coney -Island "with a start, and in a" 
few minutes Surf avenue was jammed 
"with excited freaks and . frollickers, 
chorus girls, snake charmers, anirnar 
'trainers, penformers, amusement em- 
ployes—all the miscellaneous popula- 
tion of the Island, in fact. Clothed in 
a state ot terror, and .little else, thou- 
sands lied through' the . streets. 
It 


seemed us though nothing could save 
the islanrt from destruction and hun- 
dreds 'of the inhabitants began to 
move their, household effects into the 
streets 
The police order-to clear-the 


. score of hotels near the Steeplechase 
park was quite unnecessary, for tho 
•natrons of these places had tumbled 
out of'bed with the.first alarm and-lied 
to places o£ safety. The Steeplechase 
Park hotel, one of the first'to burn, 
housed a hundred people, all of whom 
got safely out. 


Rescue of San Dora. 


Inside tho burning, pttrk all was ex- 


icitement and confusion among the two 


• score employes who slept in a house 
'[near the entrance. Carrying grips and 
'luggage they scurried to the street, 
and while the exodus was in progress 
a cry went up that San Dora, the arm- 
less and Tegless man, who eats a dozen 
•meals .a- day just to show that he can 
-do it without the aid of arms and legs, 
was missing. 
Seining a basket, two 


employes hurried buck and found San 
Dora wiggling along the floor toward 
the door. "The wonder" was piled 
into the basket and though the (lames 
and smoke, threatened to engulf hia 
rescuers, he was' carried to a hotel, 
where he remarked that his-'escape 
has been effected "without the loss of 
life or limb." 


Estimates of the total loss made

who rendered his opinion that the 
jurisdiction of the state and not the 
federal courts was paramount after 
the case had three times gone to the 
court of appeals, which ordered a new 
•rial each time. , ' 


The friends of Powers desired to 


have the nresent trial held before a. 
federal coiirt, advancing for their ar- 
"•ument the statement that 'Powers 
was being deprived of his constitu- 
tional rights of a fair trial. 
They 


based their charges on Powers- two 
former trials, when the juries were 
composed of. 12 Goebel men, while, 
at his last trial, 11 of the men who 
held'his fate in their hands were fol- 
lowers 'Of the-Goebel-faction, although 
the remaining juror was not closely 
illie'd to any party. 


The 'story of the murder of William 


Soebel is one of the most unusual in , 
'the criminal anr.als of the country.!
